This office action is in response to the amendment filed on August 10, 2006. 

Claims 3, 7-8, 1 1-27, 29, 32-34 and 37-39 are pending for examination. Claims 
3, 7-8, 32 and 34 have been amended. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 3, 7-8, 1 1-27, 29, 32-34 and 37-39 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Claims 3, 7-8, 1 1, 23, 32 and 34, are allowable in view of the decisions made by 
the Board of Patent Appeals and Interference (BPAI) that the prior art on record or that 
encountered in searching for the invention, fails to disclose or suggest the features of 
instant invention - "present a parallel execution plan in a graphical user interface that 
displays concurrently execution of plural steps on respective processors including virtual 
processors, the optimizer and controller in a test system based on the emulated 
environment data of a target system which comprising the parallel database system" in 
a combination as claimed by applicant. 

Claims 12-22, 24-29, 33, and 37-39, depend on claims 3, 7-8, 11, 23, 32 and 34 
respectively, therefore are allowable.
